HISTORY  OF  PILGRIM  LUTHERAN  CHURCH 

(1754-1979) 

Edward  G.  Hill,  Jr. 

Pilgrim  Lutheran  Church  lays  just  claim  to  being  one  of  the  oldest  churches  in  Davidson  County.  In 
all  probability  it  was  formed  before  1757. 

German  immigrants,  under  threat  of  religious  persecution,  were  still  arriving  in  the  port  of 
Philadelphia  in  great  numbers  as  late  as  the  1740's.  However,  the  best  land  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  had 
already  been  taken.  These  German  settlers  whose  most  immediate  concern  was  obtaining  land,  began 
turning  southward  to  available  land  in  the  Carolinas.  The  German  settlers,  who  began  to  arrive  in  this 
area  soon  after  1740,  were  predominantly  Lutheran,  Reformed,  and  Moravian.  The  consensus  is  that  the 
Lutherans  were  in  the  majority.  It  is  only  logical  to  assume  that  the  Lutherans  in  this  area  did  not  lose 
much  time  in  forming  congregations.  However,  with  the  exception  of  the  Moravians,  these  Germans 
were  not  a  well  organized  society  and  therefore  not  under  obligation  to  keep  records.  Therefore,  con- 
clusions as  to  what  actually  happened  during  the  thirty  years  following  the  arrival  of  the  first-comers 
must  be  based  upon  three  things:  first,  that  which  might  naturally  be  expected  underthe  circumstances; 
second,  generally  accepted  traditions;  and  third,  such  records  as  have  been  preserved. 

The  Germans  brought  with  them  a  deeply  implanted  religious  heritage.  With  such  a  background,  it  is 
not  likely  that  they  were  indifferent  to  their  religious  needs  and  responsibilities.  The  Lutheran  and 
Reformed  churches  in  the  Pilgrim  area  claim  their  founding  date  to  be  1754.  The  story  goes  that  several 
settlers,  among  them  Jacob  Berrier,  were  traveling  through  the  country  near  Abbott's  Creek  about  1753 
or  1754.  Near  Leonard's  Creek  (about  three  miles  from  Abbott's  Creek)  they  came  to  a  grove  of  oak, 
hickory,  and  maple  trees  near  a  spring.  Here  Jacob  Berrier  is  supposed  to  have  exclaimed,  "God  has 
fashioned  this  place  for  a  house  of  worship;  here  we  must  have  a  meeting  house."  Soon,  supposedly,  a 
brush  arbor  was  built  in  which  the  settlers  in  the  Pilgrim  area,  mainly  Lutherans  and  Reformeds,  could 
gather  to  worship.  Certainly,  the  two  Pilgrim  congregations  had  been  formed  by  1757  for  the  old  Bap- 
tismal Record  Book  is  still  in  existence  and  has  listings  as  far  back  as  1757. 

Ministers  were  very  scarce  in  these  formative  years.  The  older  men  were  the  first  leaders  of  worship 
at  Pilgrim.  Reformed  ministers  began  making  visits  to  the  "Dutch  Congregation"  at  Pilgrim  beginning 
about  1759,  but  it  was  1773  before  there  were  even  resident  Lutheran  ministers  in  North  Carolina.  In  that 
year  Rev.  Adolph  Nussman  and  Mr.  John  Gottfried  Arends  came  into  the  state.  Rev.  Nussman  preached 
to  many  young  congregations  in  the  state,  Pilgrim  being  one  of  them.  Also,  during  these  early  years 
Moravian  ministers  from  Wachovia  conducted  occasional  services  (especially  funerals),  with  Brother 
Soelle  preaching  at  Pilgrim  as  early  as  1771. 

It  was  soon  observed  that  the  brush  arbor  was  inadequate.  Plans  were  made  for  erecting  a  more  per- 
manent place  of  worship.  Sometime  between  1 759  and  1764  the  Lutherans  and  Reformeds  of  the  "Dutch 
Congregation"  jointly  constructed  a  split  log  church.  It  contained  a  gallery  at  each  end  and  on  one  side. 
The  tall  wineglass  pulpit  c  xupied  the  other  side.  This  structure  stood  at  the  northeast  corner  of  the  pre- 
sent Pilgrim  Reformed  Church  graveyard. 


This  first  church  building  was  built  on  lands  claimed  by  Henry  McCulloh,  land  agent  tor  Lord  Gran- 
ville in  this  area.  A  tract  of  50  acres,  situated  between  the  lands  of  Phillip  Sauer  and  Valentine  Leonard, 
was  laid  off  as  church  property.  It  is  known  that  three  church  elders,  Phillip  Sauer,  Peter  Karn  (Kiehn), 
and  Martin  Shiddles,  legally  entered  the  lands  in  the  name  of  the  "Dutch  Congregation"  on  October  8, 
1783.  However,  in  recent  years  the  writer  of  this  article  has  located  a  deed  in  an  attic  in  an  old  trunk 
originally  belonging  to  Peter  Hedrick,  son  of  Adam  Hedrick,  one  of  the  church's  founding  fathers.  This 
deed  represents  a  tract  of  land  entered  by  the  "Elders  of  the  Dutch  Congregation"  and  thus  making  it  very 
similar  to  the  one  written  in  1783.  There  are,  though,  several  discrepancies  between  the  document 
written  in  1783  and  the  one  recently  discovered.  For  instance,  the  one  recently  discovered  is  written  in 
English  rather  than  German,  dated  November  19,  1782,  and  adds  Christopher  Miro  to  the  list  of  church 
elders.  It,  too,  calls  for  a  tract  of  50  acres.  However,  this  land  was  said  to  be  between  the  lands  of  Philip 
Sowers  and  Philip  Leonard,  Valentine's  son,  instead  of  Valentine.  Yet,  because  of  its  earlier  date  and  ob- 
vious authenticity,  it  seems  possible  that  this  may  be  the  original  document  legally  entering  the  con- 
gregation's land,  and  not  previously  known  to  be  in  existence. 

In  1787  the  Rev.  Christian  E.  Bernhardt  became  the  first  full-time  Lutheran  minister  in  the  area  and  in 
that  year  the  Lutherans  at  Pilgrim  became  more  fully  organized. 

A  second  tract  of  land  containing  86  acres  was  granted  to  the  trustees  of  the  "Dutch  Congregation" 
on  December  1,  1792. 

In  1800  the  Rev.  Paul  Henkel  (Hinkle)  became  the  first  native  born  Lutheran  pastor  to  serve  at  Pilgrim. 

In  1 807  the  two  Pilgrim  congregations  felt  that  the  almost  50  year  old  log  church  needed  to  be  replac- 
ed by  a  larger  and  finer  building.  So,  the  old  church  was  torn  down,  the  logs  sold,  and  a  new  frame  struc- 
ture erected  very  near  the  site  of  the  first  building.  It  was  built  on  a  similar  architectural  style  to  the  old 
church,  being  two  stories  high  with  a  gallery  at  each  end  and  the  south  side  and  the  pulpit  being  on  the 
north  side.  There  was  a  platform  with  banisters  in  the  northwest  corner  where  the  elders,  and  sometimes 
the  deacons,  sat.   The  building  was  dedicated  by  Rev.  Paul  Henkel. 

The  newly  formed  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Synod  met  at  Pilgrim  in  October,  1808,  just  after  the  new 
church  there  was  finished.  At  this  meeting,  in  spite  of  the  fact  there  were  three  pastors  present,  the  Rev. 
John  Ludwig  Markert,  Pastor  at  Pilgrim,  was  officially  ordained. 

By  1808  there  were  approximately  300  in  the  two  congregations.  Visiting  Moravian  ministers  in  1808 
observed,  "The  Lutheran  and  Reformed  members  living  here  have  a  regular  church  organization.  In  the 
church  they  have  four  Aeltesten  and  four  Vorsteher,  half  from  the  Lutherans  and  half  from  the  Reformed. 
They  keep  good  order  and  the  singing  is  sweet  and  pleasant.  They  showed  themselves  very  friendly  and 
grateful  to  the  two  Bretheren  .  .  ." 

There  arose  some  disagreement  among  the  Lutherans  in  1821  over  doctrine,  which  resulted  in  their 
splitting  into  two  groups.  One  Lutheran  group,  whose  leader  was  the  former  Pastor  Henkel,  organized 
and  joined  the  Tennessee  Lutheran  Synod  while  the  other  group  remained  loyal  to  the  North  Carolina 
Synod. 

It  was  a  common  practice  for  many  of  the  earlier  churches  to  have  schools  either  in  the  church 
building  itself  or  in  a  separate  building  adjacent  to  the  church.  Church  congregations  were  the  most  con- 
venient means  of  securing  organized  efforts  to  provide  educational  facilities  as  well  as  the  most  available 
means  of  determining  attendance.  Pilgrim  was  certainly  no  exception  to  the  policy  of  providing  schools, 
but  just  how  far  back  the  Pilgrim  school  went  is  unknown.  It  is  known,  though,  thata  log  school  building 
was  erected  on  the  church  grounds  during  the  Civil  War  and  stood  for  about  30  years. 


In  1869  some  question  arose  about  the  deed  covering  some  of  the  church's  land.  The  problem  was 
solved  by  having  a  third  grant  of  land  made  to  the  church.  To  make  certain  that  there  would  be  no  further 
questions  about  the  land  ownership,  the  trustees  secured  a  patent  signed  by  Governor  W.W.Holden. 

The  Lutherans  and  Reformeds  decided  in  1882  that  it  was  time  to  build  a  new  Pilgrim  Church.  They 
erected  a  new  church  building  up  the  hill  from  the  cemetery  and  the  second  church  building. 

In  1890  a  new  and  somewhat  more  efficient  church  school  was  established.  Pilgrim  Academy  had  at 
one  time  about  four  teachers,  being  one  of  the  largest  schools  in  the  area.  The  building  is  still  standing 
and  is  located  about  one-half  mile  from  the  Reformed  Church  on  Old  US  29. 

In  1903  a  discussion  arose  as  to  the  legal  right  of  the  Lutheran  congregation  to  ownership  in  the 
church  property.  The  case  was  taken  to  court  and  it  was  ruled  that  the  Reformed  congregation  and  the 
two  Lutheran  congregations  were  each  entitled  to  a  half  interest  in  the  property.  It  was  then  mutually 
agreed  to  sell  the  property  (all  except  the  burial  grounds)  and  divide  the  proceeds  on  a  fifty-fifty  basis. 
The  two  Lutheran  congregations  decided  before  that  they  would  bid  as  one  and  divide  equally.  The 
property  was  put  up  at  public  auction  and  the  Reformeds  bought  the  church  building  and  property.  The 
late  Mr.  George  Conrad  bid  at  the  auction  for  the  two  Lutheran  congregations.  The  Lutherans  received 
approximately  $3,000.00  for  their  half  of  the  sale  of  the  church  building  and  the  approximately  140  acres 
of  land. 

The  Lutherans  then  went  one-half  mile  northwest  to  the  Ridge  Road  where  they  purchased  ap- 
proximately four  acres  of  land  for  $200.00,  and  proceeded  to  build  a  new  place  of  worship.  It  was  com- 
pleted, except  for  the  pews,  when  on  October  9,  1903,  it  caught  fire  and  burned.  It  was  a  complete  loss 
and  there  was  no  insurance.  The  Lutherans  had  been  divided  into  two  groups  (Tennessee  Synod  and 
North  Carolina  Synod)  since  1821  and  this  loss  served  to  bring  the  two  groups  closer  together.  On  Oc- 
tober 19.  1903,  just  ten  days  after  the  fire,  the  Lutherans  reunited  in  the  name  of  "Pilgrim  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina"  and  began  plans  for  a  new  house  of  worship. 

The  second  house  of  worship  at  the  new  site  was  dedicated  on  April  17,1 904.  It  was  the  fifth  house  of 
worship  in  the  history  of  Pilgrim  Lutheran  Church. 

Tragedy  struck  again  on  December  19,  1943.  The  church  again  caught  fire  and  was  a  total  loss. 
Though  it  was  wartime  and  materials  hard  to  secure,  the  congregations  again  set  itself  to  work,  this  time 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  John  A.  Pless.  A  year  later  the  Lutherans  were  worshiping  in  a  new  brick 
church.    It  was  the  sixth  house  of  worship  in  the  history  of  the  church. 

It  was  in  1951  that  Pilgrim  Lutheran,  then  in  a  joint  parish  with  St.  Luke's  Lutheran  Church  at  Tyro, 
decided  to  become  a  separate  parish  and  sold  their  interest  in  the  parsonage  at  Tyro.  They  built  a  six- 
room  brick  parsonage  adjacent  to  the  church  property  on  the  Ridge  Road.  The  parsonage  was  dedicated 

May  2.  1954. 

During  her  long  history,  six  members  of  Pilgrim  Lutheran  Church  have  become  ministers.  They  are 
the  Reverends  E.  P.  Conrad;  F.  L.  Conrad,  D.D.;  Olin  W.  Sink;  Voigt  M.  Sink;  John  A.  Pless;  and  W.  L.  Darr. 
Dr.  F.  L.  Conrad  was  elected  president  of  the  North  Carolina  Lutheran  Synod  and  served  with  distinction 
until  December  31,  1962. 

Pilgrim  Lutheran  Church  began  as  an  organization  where  men,  previously  hindered,  could  express 
their  religious  feelings  in  the  manner  they  so  desired.  Some  225  years  later  it  remains  just  such  an 
organization,  only  much  richer  for  having  mellowed  through  the  years  which  saw  the  building  of  this 
country.
